ihese  estimates  of  layers,  rate  of  lay,  and  total  egg  production  are 
a continuation  of  'the  historical  series  published  in  May  1942,  The  1941 
estimates  are  revised  and  the  1942  estimates  appear  for  the  first  time. 

Total  egg  production,  the  rate  of  lay,  and  the  average  number  of 
layers  in  the  United  States  reached  new  record  high  levels  in  1942*  About 
48,213  million  eggs  were  produced  on  farms  in  1942,  an  increase  of  15  percent 
over  the  production  in  1941,  Egg  production  increased  in  every  State  in  the 
country  except  Washington,  where  it  remained  the  same  as  in  1941,  The  in- 
crease over  1941  production  was  23  percent  in  the  West  North  Central,  19  per- 
cent in  the  South  Central,  14  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  11  percent  in 
the  East  North  Central,  and  9 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  Western 
areas. 

The  average  size  of  the  Nation* s laying  flock  in  1942  was  13  percent 
larger  than  in  1941.  The  increase  in  the  average  size  of  flock  from  1941  to  1942 
was  1?  percent  in  the  West  No’rth  Central  and  South  Central  areas,  13  percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic,  9 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  and  Western  areas, 


and  8 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  area. 

The  rate  of  lay  per  average  layer  on  hand  in  the  United  States  in 
1942  was  142  eggs  compared  with  139  eggs  in  1941,  The  increase  in  the 
rate  of  lay  in  1942  over  1941  was  6 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States, 
2 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  and  South  Central  States,  and  1 percent 
in  all  other  areas.
